AMERICAN AUTHOR RETURNS 
FROM THE WILDS OF AFRICA. 


Stewart Edward White Reaches Paris 
After Nine Months’ Hunting in Un- 
explored District—Game Abounds. 


[BY CABLE TO THR CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ]} 

PARIS, Dec. 24.—Stewart Edward White, 
the American author, arrived here today 
after a hunting and exploring trip to central 
Africa, where he spent nine months. 

“The district I visited,” he said, “‘ is one 
I heard about when I was in Africa four 
years ago. It is about 100 miles south of the 
equator and is uninhabited and unexplored. 

“The district is probably the last where 
big game is really abundant. I counted 4,623 
one day and 1,600 and 1,300 on the following 
days before breakfast, counting only the in- 
dividual animals I saw.”

For it's always fair weather 
When good fellows get together.” 

The fog hung low like a black pot over the 
city. Theairwasdampand chill. At midday 
the rays from the street lamps pushed 
through the raw gloom and glistened on the 
wet streets. That was Christmas eve, 1913, 
in the city of Chicago. 

That was the condition of the weather when 
more than 6,000 good fellows got together on 
kindred missions. That was the weather that 
was changed to “fair’’ weather for more 
than “0,000 children, who were lifted from 
joylessness to joysomeness by the same good 
fellows. 

Through the unnatural darkness of the 
day the good fellows projected their cheery 
personalities into desolate back rooms, where 
small boys and girls with staring eyes and 
unkempt hair and bare feet, huddled together 
for warmth. Into black and fireless base- 
ments, where the air was dank, the irrepres- 
sible members of the order of good fellows 
pushed their presence, bringing food and 
fuel and clothing and good things for the 


Cheer Taken to 20,537. 

A total of 6,038 families, representing 20,587 
boys and girls and fathers and mothers, re- 
ceived Christmas cheer during the day from 
the happy army of 6,000 good fellows. Up 
to the hour that the good fellow headquar- 
ters closed its doors in Tum TRIBUNE build- 
ing the good fellows were still coming for 
the names of those who needed their help. 

When every name had been given out, when | 
the last little mite of a 5 year old boy had 
been taken off the records and intrusted to 
some voluntary sponsor, the books were 
closed and the accounts for the year bal- 
anced to the credit of the good fellows. 

So far as the records of the Good Fellow 
organization show, not one poverty stricken 
family listed in Chicago will be without food 
and physical comfort today. The vast num- 
ber of persons taken care of this year by the 
good fellows is greater than that of any pre- 
ceding year. 


Less “Stay at Homes.” 

The response of the good fellows has been 
the noblest in the history of the organiza- 
tion. The number of those who “ caught the 
spirit’ of the work and participated ifn it 
personally was so great that the number of 
those stay at home good fellows, who for 
good reasons could only. send the money for 
their share of the relief, was lower than last 
year. 

The amount of money contributed by those 
who were unable to attend to the work per- 
sonally was $3,970.06, as compared to $4,476.19 
similarly contributed last year. With that 
money copious baskets of chickens, loaves 
of bread, potatoes, rice, canned foods, fruit, 
and raisins ahd nuts and candies, toys, fuel, 
and clothing were distributed by deputy good 
fellows from the Good Fellow headquarters. 

The recipients of each basket was made to 
understand that somewhere in the city there 
was a great, big kindly hearted, jovial good 
fellow, who knew they were struggling hard, 
and that the good fellow wanted them to 
accept these necessities as a token of his ap- 
preciation of their hard fight. 


Automobile Brigade Busy. 

Big automobiles loaded down with boxes 
full of Christmas presents sped to the north, 
south, and west sides of the city. The cars 
drove in narrow streets which seldom are 
used except by vegetable carts and delivery 
wagons. Gatherings of ragged children in 
the streets were caught up in the niachines 
and taken for rides and supplied money and 
toys. Before many rickety shanties and 
crowded tenements were found electric ma- 
chines, limousines, and touring cars belong- 
ing to Good Fellows who were inside making 
their deliveries. 

Feminine Good Fellows were busy by the 
hundreds. Mothers and daughters were de- 
livering groceries, meats, clothing, candies, 
fruits, and ‘toys. 

The Chalmers Motor Car company of 2257 
Scuth Michigan avenue and the White com- 
pany of 2632 South Michigan avenue fur- 
nished free two seven passenger automobiles 
and drivers for the delivery of Christmas 
toys, candies, and food from the headquar- 
ters. The Christmas cheer had been pur- 
chased with the money subscribed by Good 
Fellows who could not act as Santa Claus 
themselves. 


Visit to Crumbling Shack. 

One specially deputized envoy from the 
Good Fellow headquarters made the first 
stop almost in the shadow of the elevated 
structure in South Sangamon street. 

“ That's the way through the areaway and 
out in back,”’ was the directions given from 
a second story window which popped open 
as the automobile drew up atthecurb. “ Out 
in back” the Good Fellow deputies found 
a crumbling frame shack, squeezed in be- 
tween a carpenter shop and a brick livery 
stable.

WHOLE PLANT FOUND. 


Edward Wescott and Otto Allen, alias 
Charles Merrill, were arrested by secret serv- 
ice officials yesterday on a charge of coun- 
terfeiting. Frank Lascera, a third member 
of the gang, was arrested in New York sev- 
eral days ago, after receiving from his al- 
leged confederates in Chicago $2,500 in coun- 
terfeit ten dollar ‘‘ buffalo” silver certifi- 
cates. 

The arrest of the men, according to Capt. 
Thomas I. Porter, head of the local secret 
service office, frustrated a plan to flood the 
country with counterfeit $5 and $10 bills. 

A counterfeiting plant operated by the 
gang was located at 1417 Ogden avenue. It 
was raided by Secret Service Operatives 
Peter G. Drautzberg and Bart Bratton. A 
large printing press, paper cut ready for 
printing, engraved plates, inks, and other 
material were confiscated, 


False Bills Found in Home. 

Wescott was arrested by Deautzberg and 
Bratton at his residence at 317 South Marsh- 
fleld avenue. On a ehelf in his clothes closet 
were found more than $1,000 In newly printed 
crisp counterfeit $10 “‘ buffalo” notes, Al- 
len was arrested at 1921 South Peoria street. 
When taken into custody he said his name 
was Charles Merrill, but Capt. Porter recog- 
nized him as Otto Allen, who was arrested 
in Peoria in 1908 and sentenced to three yearg 
in the Leavenworth penitentiary for coun- 
terfeiting $5 notes, 

Wescott was paroled from Leavenworth 
less than a year ago. He was arrested in 
November, 1908, and sentenced to ten years’ 
imprisonment for making counterfeit $5 
bills. His wife died during his term in prison. 
He has four sons and four daughters, rang- 
ing in age from 6 to 28 years. Lascera was 
convicted of counterfeiting in Pittsburg. 


Is Granted Christmas Day. 

The two Chicago prisoners were arraigned 
before United States Commissioner Lewis 
F’. Mason, who held them to the federal grand 
jury in $10,000 bondseach. They were locked 
up in the county jail in default of bonds. 
Wescott pleaded to spend Christmas with his 
children, and, on the recommendation of 
Capt. Porter, will be allowed to spen¢c a 
few hours with them. Capt. Porter will fore- 
go his own dinner to guard the prisoner dur- 
ing the visit. 

w. J. Flynn, chief of the United States 
secret service, notified the Chicago office sey- 
eral days ago that a parcel post package 


was sent by Lascera in New York to Mrzs.. 


Florence Rooney of 511 South Marshfield 
avenue, a daughter of Wescott. 

Drautzberg and Bratton learned that Mrs. 
Rooney had given the package to her father. 
Then the “ plant ” on Ogden avenue was lo- 
cated. When arrested Wescott said the 
package contained about $600 of real money. 
It was part returns from the $2,500 counter- 
feit bille sent to Lascera. 

Capt. Porter discovered that Wescott, who 
is an engraver, was to have run the pl: t, 
while Lascera was to operate in the east 


‘and Allen was to be “ business agent” in 


Chicago and the west. Allen, !t was said, had 
just returned from an ‘alleged counterfeit 
passing trip to Racine, Grand Rapids, st. 
Louis, and Cincinnati. 

Marshall Scott, alias Dexter Clark, of 
Rockford, Ill., yesterday was found guilty 
by a jury in Judge Landis’ court of passing 
counterfeit money. Scott's defense that he 
had been given the bills by a chante ac- 
quaintance was characterized by Judge Lan-

GLACIER GIVES BAY TO CANADA, 
THEN PUSHES IT BACK INTO U.S. 


University of Wisconsin Professor at 
Washington Reports Discovery He 


ashington, D. C., Dec. 24.—The Grand 
Pacific glacier in Alaska at the head of 
Glacier Bay has been “ playing Indian "’ with 
Canada by giving her a harbor on the Alas- 
kan coast and then taking it back again, ac- 
cording to Prof. Lawrence Martin of the 
University of Wisconsin, who returned today 
after making a survey of the glaciers in that 
region for the National Geographical society. 

Glacier Bay, wholly within American ter- 
ritory when the Canadian boundary treaty 
was made, extended into Canadian territory 
during the summer of 1912 by the recession 
of the Grand Pacific glacier, thereby giving 
Canada harbor facilities. 

A sudden and rapid advance of the glacier 
since that time has pushed the head of the 
bay back 4,000 feet into American territory 
again, Prof. Martin reports. 


PARALYSIS FELLS DOCTOR 
WHILE VISITING A PATIENT. 


Henry Banga, Dean of Reese Hospital 
Staff and Authority on Gynecology, 
Dies Suddenly on South Side. 


While attending a patient at 5127 Green- 
wood avenue Dr. Henry Banga, 1242 North 
La Salle street, was stricken with paralysis. 
He died before he could be taken to a hos- 
pital. 

Dr. Banga, who had an office at 5 North 
Wabash avenue, was dean of the attending 
staff at the Michael Reese hospital and a 
professor at the Chicago Polyclinic hospital.

GRIEF FOR COUCH | 


INDUCES SUICIDE 


Friend of Monticello, N. Y., 
Man, Who Led Dual Life, 
Shoots Himself. 


USED LAWYER'S PISTOL. 


Monticello, N. Y¥., Deo. 24.—[Special.)— 
With an old fashioned revolver which Mel- 
vin H. Couch had given him Stanley Smith 
killed himself this evening because of his 
grief at the revelation of Couch’s secret life, 
which was made to Monticello and the world 
when Couch died suddenly Sunday morning. 

When a doctor went to the office a few 
hours after the old lawyer died and found 
Adelaide M. Branch there, and when the 
story flew from house to house that this 
woman had lived secretly in the inner room 
of that office for three years, no one in the 
village was more shocked than Stanley 
Smith, a retired jeweler, who, like Couch, 
was 60 years old, and who had been to 
school with the man who afterward became 
one of the leading lawyers in this part of the 
state. 

He was saddened by the slimness of the 
group that went to the funeral and by the 
shortness of the file of carriages that fol- 
lowed the hearse out to the snow covered 
cemetery. 

Gets Wife Away by Ruse. 

At sundown this evening he asked his wife 
to do his chore—the feeding of the chickens— 
and while she was scattering the corn in the 
yard at the rear of their home in Liberty 
atreet he went to his room and got out an 
old revolver. ; 

The weapon had an extremely long barrel. 
and to turn it against himself he had to place 
the muzzle at his temple, steady the handle 
against the wall, and work the trigger witha 
stick. His wife found him dead on the floor. 

The gun hasahistory. It wasa souvenir to 
Couch of his biggest case as district attorney 
of Sullivan county years ago—the murder 
case of Jack Allen, who was the last man to 
be hanged in the county. Couch, then in his 
prime, was the prosecutor. After Allen had 
paid the death penalty Couch asked the sher- 
iff for the gun Allen had used in his murder. 

It was this gun which Couch later gave tae 
Smith and with which Smith this evening 
took his Life. 

Woman on Verge of Collapse. 

Miss Branch, partner in the double life led 
by Couch, is still a voluntary prisoner here. 
Physicians who examined her today say that 
she is on the verge of mental and physical 
collapse. A trained nurse has charge of her, 

In her ravings the woman calls continually 
for Couch and pleads for death in order that 
she may join him. 

A brother of Miss Branch, living at Hart-~- 
wick, N. ¥., called on Sheriff Kinne today 
and announced that he would take the wom- 
an home next Friday. He had believed his 
sister to be dead until the events of last Sun- 
day. Acquainted with her brother's offer 
Miss Branch said she would gladly leave 
Monticello. She insists, however, that her 
departure take place at night and after she 
has had an opportunity to see the grave of 
the dead lawyer.

Calumet, Mich., Dec. 24.—[Special. ]—Seven-

It is thought the bodies of at ledst a dozen 
more victims were taken away by relatives 
and friends. 

There were only three injured. All those 
who went down when the rush for the doors 
started were trampled to death. Theknown 
dea4 include thirty-seven girls, nineteen 
boys, thirteen women, and five men. 

Cry of “Fire” Starts Panic. 

There was no fire. 
by an unknown man whé stuck his head in 
the door and yelled “ Fire!” He ran away 
as the cry was taken up by hundreds ia the

Then every one sprang up and started for 
the doors. The crush prevented movement. 
The weaker were thrown to the floor ang 
those behind tried to climb over the fallen. 

In a few minutes the panic was checked 
by the fact that the stairway and the other 
avenues of escape were blocked so effectu- 
ally with the heaps of trampled victims thas 
those inside could not get out and those with- 
out could not get in. 

The catastrophe was thus quickly over, and 
then the horror of it began to dawn upon the 
stunned multitude. 


Celebration of Copper Miners, 

The celebration which culminated in the 
tragedy was that given by the striking mem- 
bers of the copper range miners’ union. It 
was held in the Italian hall. 

For many days the children of the copper 
mine strikers had waited anxiously for the 
free Christmas tree exercises that had been 
arranged by the woman’s auxiliary of the 
Western Federation of Miners. 

The entertainment was set for the early 
evening, and the hall, which is on the second 
floor, was soon filled to its limit. 

The children selected to recite Christmas 
selections and sing carols had finished theip 
part of the program, and the man selected 
to play the part of Santa Claus had appeared 
in his gala dress to distribute the presents 
that were piled around the large, prettily 
lighted tree. 


Aisles Filled with Children. 

The children were instructed to march up 
the aisies to the tree so that the presents 
could be handed to them. The aisles were 
filled with the boys and girls when a large 
man with a heavy beard like the one usually 
pictured as belonging to St. Nicholas put hig 
head in at the door of the main hallway and 
yelled “‘ fire.”’ 

Mrs. Cesar of 481 Kearsarge street, La- 
rium, who was near the door, realized the 
danger of the act and seized the man by 
the shoulders and tried to counteract the 
alarm. It was useless. The man tore loose 
from her grasp and ranaway. Thecry had 
reached the ears of many in the hall and ig 
was repeated throughout the room. 

“ Fire’’ was shouted in several languages 
as parents rose and rushed forward to get 
their children outside. 


Children All Panic Stricken, 

The children, even, were seized with panie, 
but the smaller ones, many not more than 
5 years old, were soon deprived of fear with 
the snuffing out of their lives under the heels 
of the larger persons, who blindly, or bBe- 
cause impelled by those behind, trod their 
very offspring to death.

That death in most instances was due to 
euffocation under the weight of those who 
fell last was indicated by the fact that few 
of the bodies bore marks of injury. Bodies 
were crumpled and broken, but the features 
were not cut or bruised. 

At first the rescuers pulled the bodies of the 
dead and helpless from the stairway and 
faid them in a row beside the building. 

This disposition of the crumpled bodies 
was found inadvisable because of the hys- 
teria it caused among the spectators, and 
the bodies were carried ba¢ék into the hal) 
as soon as it was emptied of the frightened 
persons. 

All the chairs were lined with bodies and 
others had to be placed in the kitchen of the 
h@jl and beneath the stage. 3 


| Mothers Get Wrong Bodies. 

During the confusion several bodies of 
qghildren were wrongly identified by mothers 
and taken away, only to be returned later 
by the parents, who Happily had found their 
own offspring . safe. 

In other cases parents ran about for some 
time, uncertain whether their children were 
dead or alive. Many mothers fainted while 
fathers cursed all those who interfered with 
their mad search for lost girls and boys. 

For hours frantic. women ran through the 
streets calling for their children. Efforts 
were made to calm the women and many 

- were taken into homes that had not been 
bereaved so that they might have proper at- 
tention. In this way sometimes husbands 
and wives were separated. 

Police Hold Back Morbid. 

Inside of an hour nearly every one in Calu- 
met was as near the scene as it was possible 
to get. The police formed a cordon about the 
place and kept back the crowd. 

After much effort and persuasion, a lane 
was opened through the crowd and the bodies 
of the children were carried through the 
ranks of moans and wails to Red Jacket vil- 
lage hall, which was turned into a morgue. 
It was many hours before all the bodies were 
identified. 

Of the 700 persons in the hall more than 
three-fourths were children, many of them 
having gone without their parents. These 
fathers and mothers soon rushed to the scene 
and added to the confusion. 

They did not understand what had taken 
place and hindered the rescuers by insisting 
on information as to what was the matter. 


Begin Search for Culprit. 

A search was begun tonight for the man 
who caused the panic. 

It wae said by those near the door that the 
man came up the stairs from a saloon below 
and that his breath, blown forth with the 
word “ fire,” smelled strongly of alcohol. 

Many men in the crowd about the hall after 
the accident swore they would take revenge 
if the man could be found. It is feared the 
distraught condition of mind under which 
many persons are laboring as a result of the 
catastrophe may renew open hostility be- 
tween members of the miners’ union and the 
Citizens’ alliance.

The coroner tonight began to impanel a 


jury to make a thorough investigation of the 
disaster. 


Tried to Avoid Just Such a Case. 
It was ascertained tonight that every pre- 


caution had been taken by those in charge of 
the entertainment to avoid danger of fire on 
account of the large mumber of children 
present, Even the Christmas tree had no 
candies, but was lighted with electricity. 
Mrs. Annie Clemens, presi@ent of the wom- 
an’s auxiliary, in charge of the entertain- 
ment, said she was on the stage directing the 
distribution of gifts when the panic started.

Hall Well Provided with Exits. 


Italian hall was built about five years ago 
and was well provided for emergencies, it 
was thought. The entrance was a hallway 
about ten feet deep. A stairway about eight 
feet wide led up from this vestibule to a 
small landing about eight by ten feet. The 
main door of the hall opened on this land- 
ing. 

There is a small cloak room about ten feet 
square on one side of the main door. The 
loss of life was heavy at the small door of 
this room. The rush apparently turned many 
against the door of this room and crushed 
them to death within the doorway. 

There was a fire escape at the rear of the 
building, but only those who were near it 
could make any use of it until after the rush 
was over. Probably not more than 100 es- 


About a score more jumped from the win- 
dows near which they sat. It was not many 
feet from the ground. 

- Moyer to Ask Inquiry. 

President Moyer of the Western Federa- 
tion of Miners tonight said: 

“I have wired President Wilson, Gov. Fer- 
ris, Secretary of Labor Wilson, and Secre- 
tary Morrison of the American Federation of 
Labor, acquainting them with the details of 
tonight's disaster and urging immediate na- 
tional and@ state investigations. My informa- 
tion is to the effect that no striker or any one 
in sympathy with the strike brought about 
this catastrophe. There are many who tes- 
tify that a man from the outside came up the 
stairs and yelled *‘ Fire!’’ A public meeting 
of citizens has been called for tomorrow to 
take relief measures, but I wish to say that 
the Western Federation of Miners will bury 
its own dead and that the American labor 
movement will take care of the relatives of 
the deceased. No aid will be accepted from 
any of those citizens who a*short time ago 
denounced these people as undesirable citi- 
zens.

Center of Strike War. 


Calumet is the heart of the great mining 
district known as the Copper Range. It is 
in the center of a ring of villages, each with 
a separate town government, but making a 
metropolitan district with a population of 
more than 60,000. The name Calumet covers 
all of these, including Red Jacket, Blue 
Jacket, Lake Linden, Osceola, and several 
others. 

For months the whole district has been in 
what practically amounted to a state of war 
because of the strike of the copper miners. 
This has been regarded as the strongest 
effort of the Western Federation of Miners 
to force recognition of the union. The fight 
has been conducted on the union’s side by 
officials of the Industrial Workers of the 
World. 

During the earlier part of the strike the 
district was guarded by members of the state 
gsoldiery. These have been withdrawn grad- 
ually, and some have been replaced, leaders 
of the union charge, by deputies, imported 
and armed by the operators. 

With the removal of the troops the clashes 
between the deputies and strike sympa- 
thizers increased, and many persone have 
been wounded in the fighting. Several dyna- 
mitings and attacks on boarding houses oc- 
cupied by nonunion workers have occurred. 

Recently Gov. Ferris was asked to send 
more troops, but refused, 


Action by Congress Asked. 

The mine leaders made Charges against 
the owners, claiming that the wages were so 
low as to make virtual serfs of the men, and 
demanded that congress make an investiga- 
tion of the situation in northern Michigan. 
A resolution was introduced in the lower 
house of congress by a Michigan member, 
but action was deferred.

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WIDOW WEEPS AT CHRISTMAS TREE 


Charles Alling, attorney for the state board 
ef health, was shot down yesterday while 
@t his desk in the Chicago Title and Trust 
baiiding by Frank Klimek of 324 North Cen» 
tral Park avenue. Klimek had been con- 
victed three times of practicing medicine 
without a license. 

Klimek préviously had attempted to kill 
Mr. Alling’s office assistant, Peter H. 
Sehwaba. After wounding Mr. Alling and 
driving him and Mr. Schwaba out of the 
stite the assailant tived two shots wildiy 


Weapon on himself. Klimek died within a 
few hours at the county hospital. 


Alling Expected to Recover. 

Mr. Alling, after an exhibition of great 
courage and fortitude, was removed to St. 
Lake’s hospital. There Dr. A. E. Halstead 
found it necessary to remove his right eye 
The bullet was located near the right ear and 
It was Stated it had not 
touched the brain and that Mr. Alling would 
recover. At midnight he was reported show- 
ing improvement. 

Mr. Schwaba was not seriously injured by 
Klimek’s bullet. It inflicted a slight scalp 
wound, glanced off, and imbedded itself in 
the wall. : 

The shooting occurred at 11 o'clock a. m., 
Klimek, apparently, had gone to Mr. Alling’s 
Office determined to kill botmn men, uniess 
he was able to extort from them an agree- 
ment to waive fines which had been assessed 
against him in the Municipal court. Mr. 
Alling, in view of all of the circumstances, 
had offered to intercede witb the court to 
remit more than half of the fines that had 
been imposed.

This being 
Elimek’s second offense, he was fined $200, 
the limit. He took an appeal. The case was 
Gecided against him a few days ago in the 
Appellate court. 

In the meanwhile a new prosecution had 
been started against Klimek by the state 
board. Investigators are said to have dis- 
covered he was treating cases of rheuma- 
tiem. He was arrested and placed on trial 
before Judge Newcomer. Mr. Alling prose- 
Cuted the case. A fine of $200 was imposed. 


Litigation Impoverishes Him, 
Two years of litigation had impoverished 
Klimek and the prospect of going to jail in 
default of payment of $400 fne made him 
desperate. Two days ago he called on his 
attorney, Joseph J. Sullivan, and was advised 
by him to see Mr. Alling. Mr. Sullivan said 
after the slaying he understood Mr. Alling 
had expressed a willingness to use his in- 
fluence with the court to have the fine in the 
Appellate court case cut to $100 and the $200 
fine reduced tc $50. He had done this be- 
cause of the representations made to him 
that Klimek was in financial straits and had 
a family to suppert. 
When Klimek went into Mr. Alling's office

Tells of the Shosting. 

“Klimek jumped up suddenly and began 
walking around with his Hands iw his pocket. 
He seemed terribly excited and then sud- 
denly pulled out a gun and'shot Mr. Schwaba. 
Then he shot Mr. Alling and they ran out. 
“Just then I slipped into the dark vault 
and hid myself and Klimek didn’t know I 
was there. It was some minutes after Mr. 
Alling and Mr. Schwaba left that I heard 
Klimek fire two. shots. 

“I could see him, but he couldn’ t see m6 
and he jyst swung the revolver around over 
his head when he fired those two bullets. He 
walked to the door and locked it, and when 
he came back I saw him reload the revolver. 
“He stood right in front of thé vault door 


thé center of the floor, and then I heard two 
more shots and heard him fall. 
rushed out he was lying on the floor. Then 
the police and a crowd camé in. The pdlice 
had to climb if through a window. 


Self-Inflicted Wound Fatal. 

The police found Kilmek unconscious on 
the floor. He was removed to the county 
hospital, where he died at 3:45 p. m. One 
bullet had entered undér his jaw and ranged 
upward through the brain. 

Mr. Alling did not lose consciousness after 
being shot and in a remarkable degree he 
preserved his presence of mind. After és- 
caping from his office he Walked about 200 
feet and then went down a flight of steps to 
room 319, the office of the building. 

“I had heard the shots and ran out to see 
what was the matter,” ‘said William Arnold, 
manager of the building: “I met Mri Alling 
and asked him the cause of the trouble. 

“* Somebody shot me,’ he said. 


Alling Tells of His Will. 

“He came into my private office and sat 
up for almost an hour waiting for an ambu- 
lance. He talked to me and to Maj. Abel 
Davis of the First regiment, who ia ‘an officer 
of the building company. He told Maj. Da- 
vis where his will was to be found and all 
about what he wanted done in case, of death. 

“*I don’t ‘know whether the bullet has 
entered the brain,’ he said to ua, “If it has 
I will be paralyzed and I won't be in full poa- 
session-of my senses.

ELEVATED ROAD SERVICE. 

When the elevated railroads were merged 
it was assumed that the merger would be fol- 
lowed by e unification of service the benefits 
of which would be happily shdred by the pub- 
lic and the companies. In due time “ through 
routing,” long petitioned for by the press 
and public, was tendered by the company. 
The advantages in prospect were shorter 
running time and, if not more cars, at least 
more trips; in a word, better service to the 
public. 

Better service does not seem to have ar- 
rived. The company may be operating as 
many cars as before the “ through route” 
changes, or it may have taken off a few cars 
because of the greater number of trips now 
possible. In either case merger and through 
routing, lengthened platforms, and half-loop 
circuits seem to have got the L patrons 
nothing. 

If this is because of an increase of traffic 
it is fair to demand at least such correspond- 
ing increase of facilities as will make the 
public a sharer in the benefits of merger, 
unification, shortened routes, and lengthened 
platforms. If it is because of a deliberate 
attempt to save money by reducing cars 
under cover of the improvements of opera- 
tion, every resource of the city, direct and 
indirect, should be employed to compel a 
fairer policy. 

It is true many investors in L securities 
have not been paid dividends. But they have 
no moral claim to be saved harmless at the 
expense of the patrons of the road, Public 
utility companies at this time should be es- 
pecially careful to keep faith with the public,

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EVERAL members of the reigning 

houses of Burope today celebrate the 

anniversary of their birth, among 

them being the dowager Grand Duch- 

ess Adelaide of Luxemburg. Queen 

Alexandrine of Denmark had her birthday 
yesterday. 

Whereas in English speaking countries 
and in Scandinavia births on Christmas eve 
or on Christmas day are accounted fortun- 
ate, in other parts of Europe they are con- 
sideréd most unlucky. Folklore throughout 
the south of Europe, not only in Latin coun- 
tries, but also in the Balkans, has taught for 
hundreds of years past that 4 terrible biight 
rests upon those who arrive in the world on 
Christmas eve and Christmas day; popular 
superstition holds such births to be sacri- 
legious. 

Many of the tragedies which darkened the 
life of Empress Elizabeth of Austria, finally 
culminating in her assassination at Geneva, 
are ascribed by numbers of people to the fact 
that she was born on Christmas eve, and it 
is, to say the least, a strange coincidence 
that King George of Greece, who also cele- 
brated the anniversary of his birth on Christ- 
mas eve, should have succumbed last Janu- 
ary to the bullet of an assassin at Saloniki.

The new Lord Erskine is the sixth holder 
of the barony conferred on the brilliant 
younger son of the tenth Earl of Buchan, 
who, after serving in turn as a midshipman 
in the navy and as an officer in the army, 
embarked upon a legal career. 

He was one of the most eloquent lawyers 
of his day, a man of caustic wit, and wound 
up his career on the woolsack as lord chan- 
cellor of Great Britain. 

The family motto of the earls of Buchan 
has for centuries past been “ judge not.” 
This, to say the least, was an awkward dioc- 
tum to appear on the armorial bearings of 
the sovereign’s principal legal adviser and 
of the highest judicial dignitary of the 
realm. So the first Lom BErskine, on re- 
ceiving hie barony and becoming lord high 
chancellor, secured permission from the 
crown to assume a new motto—namely, that 
of “tria’ by jury ”’—which has appeared 
ever since on the armorial bearings of his 
descendants,

Lord Erskine has a strain of American 
blood in his veins. The second peer of his 
line -married Miss Frances Cadwallader, 
daughter of John Cadwallader of Philadel- 
phia, Pa. 

Lord Erskine’s peerage is one of the United 
Kingdom, and carries with it.a ‘seat in the 
house of lords. The family seat fs at Sprat- 
ton hall in Northamptonshire, and, needless 
to add that he is, like his father, the late 
peer, a Conservative. 

Hig younger brother bears the ultra 
Scotch Christian name of Ruaidhri, which is 
the Gaelic for Roderick. But his friends and 
relatives who do not care to tackle the pro- 
nunciation of difficult Gaelic words, prefer 
to call him by his other name of Stuart. 

He is an enthusiast on the subject of every- 
thing Geelic, which language he speaks and 
writes to perfection. He has a decided taste 
for art and literature, owns and edits the 
only Gaelic quarterly and monthiy reviews, 
each of which bears ¢ jawbreakirg title, 
and is now engaged ig ' hat he 
describes as a Gaelic peerage—that is to 
say, a list of all those members of the old 
Scottish aristocracy who are be pure Gaelic 
descent.

The new Lord Naplter of Ettrick is a grand- 
son of that peer of the same name who spent 
several years at Washington as British en- 
voy and who was afterwards viceroy of 
India. The new Lord Napier’s father also 
spent a considerable time in the United 
States as secretary of the British legation

at Washington. It was prior to his acces- 
sion to the title, and he was known in those 
days as the Master of Napier. 

The new lord ts a soldier by profession 
and an officer of the King’s Royal Rifle 
corps, as well as a member of the sovereign’s 
archer bodyguard for Scotland.

The ancestral home of the Naplers of Et- 
trick, to which young Lord Napier (married 
to a daughter of Lord Belhaven) has just 
succeeded, is known as Thirlstane. It is 
located in Selkirkshire—that is to say, tn the 
heart of the country of border minstreley, 

It is the country through which Mary 
Queen of Scots passed in her wild ride to 
join her lover, Lord Bothwelh. There are 
the fair “lands of Deloraine,” which: Sir 
William, the dauntless knight of * The Lay 
of the Last Minstrel,” would have given if 
“dark Musgrave were alive again.” 

Thirlstane castle has been the scene of 
many a bit of drama and tragedy in the 
history of Scotland and contains many won- 
derful relics of every description, among 
which are the cap, shirt, and hose worn on 
the day of his execution at Edinburgh by the 
great Marquis of Montrose and bequeathed 
by him to his favorite niece, Lady Napier.

Lady Napier, it may be remembered, after 
the body of her uncle had been dismembered 
in accordance with the terms of the sen- 
tence under circumstances of the greatest 
indignity, caused the h » legless, and 
armiess trunk to be carefully embalmed [it 
is now entombed in St. Giles cathedral] 
after having caused the heart to be removed 
from it in accordance with a solemn promise 
exacted from her by the marquis a day or 
two before his death. 

The heart, also embalmed, she had in- 
Closed in a little sealed case, made of the 
blade of her hero’s sword, and had that 
placed in turn in a fine gold filigree box 
which had belonged to her kinsman, John 
Napier of Marchistoun, the inventor of log- 
arithms. 

The heart met with most extraordinary 
vicissitudes; was stolen; recovered in «4 
curio shop at The Hague; restored to the 
Lord Napier of the day; bequeathed by the 
fifth Lord Napier to his daughter, wife of 
Oommodore Johnstone, commanding the 
British navel forces in India; lost there for 
a number of years; acquired by the Nabob of 
Arcot; restored by him to the Johnstone 
family under the most romantic @reum- 
stances; stolen from the Johnstones at 
Boulogne in France when they were impris- 
oned there by the revolutionary government 
in 1792; agd lost since then, being believed 
to have found its way to the United States, 
where it is possibly preserved in some pri- 
vate collection,

The Napiers are one of the oldest houses of 
Scotiand, and are said to derive thelr name 
from an expression of King David Il. of 
Scotland, who, at the close of a battle, in 
complimenting the Lennox men, led by Don- 
ald, second son of the Ean of Lennox, de- 
clared that they had all done valiantly, but 
that there was one of them—namely, their 
chief—who had “nae pier.” It was from 
this Donald, thus invested by King David 
with the surname of “ Nee Pier,” that the 
Napiers trace their descent. , 

They are a numerous family and include, 
besides Lord Napler of Ettrick, who is their 
chief, another peer, Lord Napier of Mag- 
dala. 

Then there is a Sir William Lennox Napier, 
who is indebted for his baronetcy to the fact 
that his grandfather, Sir Joseph. Napier, 
was lord chancellor of Ireland; while still 
another baronet, Sir Alexander Napier, 
whose baronetcy dates from the refégn of 
James I., represents the branch of the fam- 
ily known as the Napiers of Marchistoun,

The six 
commissioners who question that are Board, 
Coonley, Gard, Mitchell, Moriarty, and An- 
derson. 

“As laymen we have no means of know-

ing how much time these legal services re- 
quired,’ reads their letter, “ but it is not 
generally thought the questions involved 
were particularly intricate, and the layman 
finds it difficult to believe that more than 
the equivalent of the attorney’s entire time 
for two months could possibly have been con- 
sumed in this suit. Our presumption is that 
far less than this amount of time was neces- 
sary, but if two months is right the charge is 
on the basis of $60,000 a year. 


“In short, the attorney's services appear 


to be computed upon the theory that they are . 


from five to ten times as valuable, per day, 
as those of the president of the county board, 
who receives $7,000 a year. 


“If the above conclusions are not in ac-

LISTS IMPROVEMENTS. 


Tells Benefits to the Public of 


Through Routing and Uni- 
versal Transfers. 


An answer to the criticisms heaped upon 
the through route operation of the elevated 
roads was given yesterday by Britton I. Budd, 
general manager for the Chicago Elevated 


~ railways. 


He wrote a letter to Chairman Block of the 


-' eouncil committee on local transportation 


replying to the criticisms made by the alder- 
man on Monday and, seized the opportunity 
to present the case of the company on other 
complaints made against the service. 

He said the conditions reported by Block 
were due to the fog of Monday morning, and 
explained that the company’s orders to its 
motormen in foggy weather are to disregard 
echedules and to run at such a speed that 
they can stop in the distance they can see 
ahead. 


Budd Lists Improvements. 
_ Speaking of the improvement in the serv- 


| ice from the new methods of operation, Mr, 
Budd listed the following: 

“ Through routing has eliminated delays on 
entering and leaving the loop and reduced the 
running time through the loop. 

** From five to fifteen minutes is being saved 
for most passengers during rush hours to 
and from the loop district by the new opera- 
tion. 

“ Through routing ultimately will make it 
possible for the elevated railroads to pro- 
vide accommodations for 30,000,000 more peo- 
ple per aznum. ; 

. “ The free transfer privileges from one road 
ot another now are being taken advantage of 
by 75,000 passengers a day, which means a 
benefit of $1,000,000 per annum to the people. 

*“ Universal transfers enable the manufac- 
turer to select his employés from all parts of 
the city. Universal transfers enable the 
workman to secure employment in any part 
of the city. 

“Universal transfers enable the man of 
family to live beyond the congested district 
in any part of the city he may select and hold 
employment in another part of the city’’ 


Replies to Complaints. 


Speaking in general of the complaints 
against the service, he wrote: 


“Changing the transportation habits of a 
city of 2,500,000 people must necessarily in- 
convenience some, even though others many 
times greater in number are benefited. 
Those that are benefited never are heard 
from, and those that are inconvenienced are. 
The difficulties incident to the change of 
operation are due primarily to the uneven 
intervals between trains, which will be grad- 
ually overcome. 

“The causes are many. The people have 
to become accustomed to the changed condi- 
tions, and incident thereto there ts more or 
less confusion which causes delay. Several

IN COURT AVERTED 


Lawyer Seizes Poison as 
Schneider’s Wife Hears His 
Acquittal in Logue Trial. 


EX-BLUECOAT CONVICTED.: 


John O’Donnell Faces Sentence of 
from Year to Life for 
Killing Man. | 


The jury just had recited the formal “* Not 
guilty ” verdict yesterday at the conclusion 
of the trial of Harold Schneider on a charge 
of murdering Joseph H. Logue, the McVick- 
ers’ building jeweler. All eyes in the court- 
room of Judge Brentano were turned toward 
a woman who had arisen within the railing. 
One hand was clasped to her eyes and in the 
other hand she held a small bottle. The 
woman sank to the floor. 

Attorney Charles E. Erbstein for the de- 
fense grabbed the bottle from her hand. The 
bottle contained a lethal purple fluid. One 
of the rourtroom officials smelled it. It con- 
tained a deadly poison. 


Asks for Bottle. 
The woman, who was Schneider's wife, was 
restored to consciousness. 


** Where ts the bottle?’ shesaid. ‘‘ I guess 


I won't need it now.’ 


| “No,” said Erbstein grimly. 


“I had made up my mind to swallow it if 
Harry were found guilty,” she said. 

Mrs. Daniel Martin, Schneider’s mother, 
also fainted when her son was freed. 

Schneider took his acquittal somewhat 
more complacently, aliiough he showed signs 
of nervousness. He shook hands with the 
jurors. 

“ This is the best Christmas present I ever 
received,” he said. e 

One ballot was taken by the jurors in their 
deliberations. According toone, the evidence 
in the case never was discussed. He said one 
ballot was cast and Schnelder was found not 
guilty. The jury was out three hours, 


Former Copper Guilty. 


John O’Donnell, former policeman and 
fireman, was found guilty of manslaughter 
by a jury in Judge Walker’s court in the 
morning. His punishment was fixed at im- 
prisonment of from one year to life. 

O’Donnell was tried for the killing of Phil- 
lip Sullivan, a Democratic politician of the 
Fifth ward, in Sullivan's saloon at 1637 West 
Thirty-fifth street, on Sept. 26. Trouble be- 
tween the men had been brewing for some 
time. O’Donnell went to the saloon, as he 
said, to reason with Sullivan. 

Joseph Sullivan, an employé of the office 
of the secretary of state, anda brother of the 
dead man was in court when the verdict 
was read, and said O’Donnell had escaped 
“with a light sentence.’’ 

The jurors deliberated twelve and a half 
hours. 
the board of pardons to extend leniency to 
the convicted man. 

An extra guard of deputy sheriffs was in 
the courtroom when the verdict was read.

Amateur astronomers with small glasses 
may seek the comet, Prof. Asaph Hall said, 
by using Zeta Eridani for a starting point. 

“ The comet is approximately fourteen and 
one-half: minutes west of this star,”’ he 
explained,’ “and north of. it 21-3 degrees. 
It is moving west about fifty-four seconds 
per day, north about five and one-quar- 
ter minutes, but there has not been enough 
motion so far to compute an orbit.” 

This is the sixth comet discovered this year.

Princess Altieri, the duke’s wife, who its 
legally separated from him anG-is the guar- 
dian of their two children, has instructed her 
lawyer to institute legal proceedings against 
Cardinal Rampolla's sister, the mother of her 
husband. 


Insists on Search. 

The princess says that Cardinal Rampolla 
repeatedly assured her that he would pro- 
vide in his will for the children, and she there- 
fore assumes that his last testament was in 
her favor, instead of that of his sister, with 
whom he was not on speaking terms. Prin- 
cess Altieri insists that a thorough search 
should be made for the second will, which it is 
known was made, and to which the testator 
often referred. 

Mgr. de Bisogno, treasurer of the basilica 
of St. Peter’s, has affixed the peals on the 
apartments of the late cardinal in the vatican 
and is striving to stave off the threatened lit- 
igation. 

It ‘s rumored that. Cardinal Rampolia’s 
valet is suspected of complicity in the ab- 
straction of the last will. A warrant for the 
arrest of the valet and the Duke of Campo- 
bello is expected shortly. 


Pope Alludes to Matter. 

Pope Pius X., in his audience with the car- 
dinals who went to the vatican this morning 
to give him Christmas gréetings, alluded to 
the scandal, which, he said, embittered his 
sorrow at the death of the great cardinal. 

The Duke of Campobello has long been no- 
torious on account of his spendthrift habits, 
He married Princess Altieri of the great 
Roman family of that name, in 1907. Tiring 
of his dissolute life and extravagance, the 
princess left him and lives at Turin with her 
children, 

One of the duke’s Maisons was with the 
beautiful Vittorina Le Cioccari, the flower 
seller who became a popular actress and 
amassed a fortune. The duke is accused 
of having spent her money. When she was 
bankrupt she telephoned all the clubs in 
Rome that the Duke of Campobello had swin- 
died her.

EUGENICS TESTS 
FOR IMMIGRANT? 


Harvard Scientist Would: For- 
bid Entry to Those Unfit 
to Be Parents. 


ASKS LAW AS GUARD. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 24—([Special.]— 
The exclusion of immigrants found to be 
eugenically as well as physically and men- 
tally, unfit for American citizens is pro- 
posed by Prof. Robert Dec Ward of Har- 
vard university in a communication to Gil- 
bert H. Grosvenor, director of the National 
Geographic society. 

If the United States, he contends, exercised 
as much discrimination in the admission of 
alien persons as it does in the importation 
of foreign animals, the government would 
require every immigrant to strip to the 
skin and undergo a rigid physical in addition 
to a mental test. 

“The United States is taking more pains 
today to see that a Hereford bull or a South- 
down ewe, imported for the improvement of 
our cattle, is sound and free from disease 
than it takes tn the admission of an alien 
man or woman who will be the father and 
mother of American children,’’ Prof. Ward 
says. ‘‘ How far do our present immigration 
laws enable us to exclude those aliens who 
are mentally, physically, and morally up- 
desirable for parenthood; those whose com- 
ing here will tend to produce an inferior 
rather than a superior American race; those 
who, in other words, are eugenically unfit 
for race culture? 


Now Exclude Twenty-one Classes. 

“Our present laws aim to exclude some 
twenty-one classes of mentally, physically, 
morally, and economically undesirable aliens, 
On paper the list of the excluded classes is 
long and formidable, and seems more than 
sufficient to accomplish our eugenic pur- 
poses; but the fact is that careful and un- 
prejudiced students of immigration agree 
that these laws do not keep out the unfit so 
as to preserve the status quo, to gay nothing 
of promoting eugenic improvement. 

‘We could insist that each alien, on land- 
ing here, should undergo a thorough mental 
and physical examination at the hands of 
our public health and marine hospital serv- 
ice surgeons. 

Increase Fine on Lines. 

“We can go a long way by increasing the 
fines which the steamship companies pay 
when they bring over an alien who is found, 
on our own examination here, to be an im- 
becile, idiot, epileptic, or suffering from a 
loathsome or contagious disease which could 
have been detected at the port of departure. 
The fine is now only $100. 

“We should put immigrant inapectors and 
our own surgeons on béard of all immigrant 
carrying vessels. These officials, mingling 
with the immigrants on the voyage over, 
should see that they are properly treated 
and cared for; that they are not overcrowded, 
and that they receive adequate medical at- 
tention.”’

A celebration!to be held at the “ Parting 
of the Ways "’ settlement at 112 West Twen- 
ty-second street is to be one of the most 
unique in the city. Men who have “ made 
good "’ since they were released from the 
bridewell will dine with those who have 
been free but aijshort time. A big dinner and 
a Christmas trée are on the program. 

At the bridewell and at the county jail the 
prisoners will be given special liberties and 
special dinners. Christmas services will be 
held at the bridewell chapel. A number of 
settlement workers have planned to visit the 
inmates. ‘ 

Some of the children who will not be vis- 
ited by Santa Claus today have enjoyed 
Christmas tree parties at hospitals or set- 
tlement houses. 

Four hundred children of the ghetto went 
to the Chicago. Commons at 955 Grand ave- 
nue yesterday and saw the “Doll Shop” 
performed by a number of debutantes. Mrs. 
W. J. Chalmers, manager of the propduction, 
showed the children funny, big, talking dolls 
and fairies.

Adjutant General Receives 
Gov. Dunne’s Order for 
Changes on Jan. 1. 


RESULT OF U. 8. MANDATE. 


Springfield, Ill., Dec. 24.—[{Special.]J—In a 
sweeping order issued today by Gov. Dunne 
as commander in chief, through Adijt. Gen. 
Dickson, complete reorganization of the Illi- 
nois National Guard on Jan. 1 is contem- 
plated. The change is made to conform with 
the provisions of the famous “ Circular 8”’ 
issued by the United States war depart- 
ment recently.

Baseball Fans Object to Pass- 
ing of Hard Hitters at 
Critical Times. 


JOHNSON SEEKS REMEDY. 


Says Umpires Would Have to 
Read Pitchers’ Minds if Play 
Were Ruled Out.

If anybody desires to give President John- 
gon of the American league a happy Christ- 
mas and a merry New Year, the said any- 
body can do so by sending the baseball mag- 
nate a real remedy. for the intentional base 
on balls. 

For several weeks he has been in receipt 
of complaints from baseball fans, all voicing 
the same old kick against the practice of 
not permitting.a star batter to hit the bali 
in a pinch, and demanding the abolition of 
the strategic pass, but not one of the pro- 
testing fans suggests any feasible way to 
abolish it. 

President Johnson is in favor of the step 
and will undertake to introduce the desired 
reformation just as soon as any one solves 
the problem on which many expert minds 
have worked for a considerable period with- 
out success. 


Remedy Hard to Find. 

* The intentional base on balls has come to 
be one of the most, if not the most, unpopu- 
lar plays in baseball,” said Mr. Johnson yes- 
terday, 
game’s patrons seem to be opposed to it. 
So am I, and have been for some time. But 
what are you going to do about it? 

“Many complaints’ have come to me re- 
cently about this matter, and each com- 
plainant thinks he has one or more remedies, 
but on reading them I find different sugges- 
tions to penalize the intentional base on 

balls. No one has yet suggested a good 
method of detecting the intentional pass. Of 
course, any one can recall instances where 
it was palpable to every one that a pitcher 
was giving a base on balls intentionally. If 
we pass a rule forbidding this palpable ma- 
neuver the pitchers will simply make a bluff 
at trying to get the ball over the plate and 
give the star batsmen their bases on balls 
just the same. This would be likely to result 
in a lot of wrangling if the umpires attempted 
to penalize what they thought were inten- 
tional bases on balls, because the pitchers 
invariably would protest that they were try- 
ing to put the ball over. ee 


_ Cure Worse than Disease. 

*“ When somebody discovers a form of 
telepathy or some X ray scheme by which 
umpires can read the minds of pitchers accurately 
and furnish indisputable proofs of intent to pass a 
bastman, we shall have a sure remedy for this 
unpopular play. 

** Some have suggested penalizing all bases on 
dalis indiscriminately with equal severity. That 
cure would be worse than the disease, I fear, be- 
cause it would handicap some pitchers out of busi- 
ness and would work a great hardship on the re- 
cruits, who are nervous enough as it is during the 
period of probation. Fewer than ever of them 
would be able to make good if their unavoidable 
bases on balls always were penalized more severe- 
ly than base hits, I fear.’’ : 

In spite of the noise made by opponents of the 
intentional pass, only an exceedingly small per- 
centage of the bases on balis given during a season 
are deliberate. At that, the general public does 
not recognize more than half the walks that are 
given intentionally. The foxy pitchers do not 
necessarily resort to the obvious way of passing 
an opponent, but accomplish the purpose no less 
deliberately, unless the batsman is bone headed 
‘enough to try to hit bad balls. 


Pass Really an Alibi. 

The obvious intentional pass is merely an alibi. 
The pitcher who resorts to it does not want to have

_ & mumber of years ago it was the custom in-such 
cases for pitchers to wigwag to their catchers to 
step to one side of the plate. Then they wovid 
hurl four straight balls away off to one side, half 
a dozen feet wide of the usual mark. That style 
of pulling the play was abolished by the rule which 
created the catcher’s balk. It was ordered that the 
umpire should declare a balk if the catcher stepped 
outside the lines of his position before the ball 
was pitched. a 

This attempt to remedy the intentional pass 
merely resulted in the modification which is fam!1- 
far today. The catcher stays inside nes until 
the pitch, then hops out of it, if necessary, to catch 
the ball. This evasion of the rule cannot be pre- 
vented without producing’ a worse evil. If’ the 
catcher never were permitted to overstep the lines 
of his position a lot of wild pitches would get away 
from him entirely and would disgust the fans 
more than the occasional intentional pass does. 


Could Cover Up Play. 


It would be an easy matter to issue orders to all 
managers to instruct their pitchers not to try 
to alibi themselves by informing the spectators 
in advance of their intent to walk an opponent in 
a pinch, but to make a bluff at getting the bal) 
over. This probably would do away with most of 
the complaints, but it would not cut down the 
number of intentional passes to any great ex- 
tent, except possibly in the amateur and semi- 
essional ranks. It would result only in wink- 
t the supposed evil and would be virtually 
ing a scheme to deceive the public.

Death Overtakes Well Known Athlete 
in Maine Logging Camp. 


Bangor, Me., Dec. 24.—Louis Sockalexis, 
the Penobscot Indian who won fame as a ball 
player nearly twenty years ago, dropped dead 
of heart disease while engaged in a logging 
operation at Burlington today. His body 
was removed to his-home in Old Town to- 
night. 

Sockalexis was born forty-one years ago. 
His paternal grandfather was at one time 
governor of the Penobscots and the family 
was. prominent in the affairs of the tribe. 
Louis was an uncle of Andrew Sockalexis, 
the Marathon runner.

Challengers for International 
Speed Boat Trophy to 
Be Selected. 


GOOD BOOST FOR GAME. 


Contests Will Be Decided in Con- 
 neetion with the Next 
Water Carnival. 


Vhicego’s waterfront will be the scene of 
the elimination trials tc select challengers 
for the international speedboat champion- 
ships to be held in England next summer. 

This piece of news, which comes as a 
Christmas present to western speedboat 
fans, was brought to this city yesterday by 
Commodore H, H: Melville of the Motor Boat 
Cluk of America, which annually sends 
challengers across the water tc compete for 
the British international trophy, better 
known as the Harmsworth trophy. The 
New Yorker reached town early in the after- 
noon and at once went into conference at the 
Chicago Athletic association with Commo- 
dore William Hale Thompson and James A. 
Pugh of the Associated Yacht and Power 
Boat clubs of America. 


Accept International Trials. 

Following the meeting it was announced 
that officials of the controlling body of the 
speed boat game had been so favorably im- 
pressed with the way last summer’s Amert- 
can championships were handled, that they 
had decided to honor Chicago with the event. 
The local representatives accepted the propo- 
sition and agreed to put on the international 
trials in connection with the speed boat 
races. The elimination trials will be under 
the direct supervision of The Motor Boat 
Club of America. 

The decision of the M. B. C. of A. means 
much to the western power boat game. 
Previous international elimination trials 
have been held at Huntington Bay, N. Y., 
and this will be the first time the tests have 
ever come west of the Atlantic coast. 

Commodore Melville will sail for England 
on Dec. 31 to present the challenge of the 


United States. In the meantime the local or- 
ganization will go ahead with its plans for hold- 
ing the trials. Chicago possetsesimany advantages 
as the scene for the affair, and it is likely the trials 
will attract more owners of fast speed boats than 
ever before in the history of the event. Mr. Pugh 
expects that no fewer than eighteen of the fastest 
hydroplanes ever built will come here for the races, 
in addition to those which will be entered for the 
various American championships. 


Champion Boat May Race Here. 


According to Mr. Pugh, competition of the 
world's champion hydroplane, Maple Leaf IV., 
and another English boat practically is assured.

Mr. Pugh has decided to make another attempt 
to gain world’s honors and will build a new Dis- 
turber, which is expected to prove faster than 
anything afloat.

Mrs. Evans has decorated the tree with glit- 
tering balls and ropes of tinsel to attract her 
feathered friends to the feast. she has set out 
for them, Six pounds of popcorn hang in fes- 
toons from the cedar branches, Ropes of cran- 
berries dangle beside big red apples, bags of 
bird seed, and suet. Bunches of cotton batting 
have been provided for the birds’ nests. Dishes 
of water have been placed under the tree to 
quench their thirst and everything has been 
done that could be done for a bird's comfort.

“T hope all the old birds will come back 
first,” said Mrs, Evans, ‘“ There are so many 
tramp birds I have to look out for the old 
ones. Last Christmas two strange pigeons al- 
most stripped the tree, they were ao. hungry. 
But last year was a severe winter. The birds 
had little ‘to eat and suffered greatly. They 
went in ecstasies over the tree which I kept 
up tn the yard all winter. - 

-@- 

“At first they thought the tree was-alive 
and were afraid of the glittering decorations. 
When they found it wouldn’t hurt them they 
filled the yard, the fences, and all the trees in 
the yard. The birds carried off two rolls. of 
cotton batting. The bunches of cotton were so 
heavy for them that they swayed like drunken 
ships as they flew away to fill their nests with 
the cotton. But this Christmas has been so 
mild I am afraid some of the birds will dis- 
appoint me by not coming back. I shall keep 
the tree up for them, and when the days grow 
cold they will come.” 

! -e- 

Mrs. Evans said she could not bear to think 
of having a Christmas feast and know that the 
birds were cold and hungry outside. That {s 
why a birds’ tree was an annual event with 
her, She gaid. The custom followed in Norway 
and Sweden of hanging sheaves of wheat out 
for the birds at Yuletide, she said, should be- 
come the custom in America. In those north- 
ern countries the birds were watched as mes- 
sengers of good fortune. But there were the 
sorrow birds, too.

Mrs. Evans has studied the birds and she 
knows their individual ways of taking food, 
by pecking, by dipping, and so on in the cup. 

She declared the birds knew her and appre- 
ciated the feasts she gave them. The spar- 
rows all lined up in a row on the telephone 
wire that entered her kitchen and peeped 
through the window at her, waiting for her te 
set out their food, she said. Often they flew 
through the window and sat on the ironing 
board while she ironed. None of them was 
afraid.

Today Mrs, Evans is waiting for the coming 
of the first bird, which she hopes will be 
yellow breast she is expecting. There is a lit- 
tle animal cracker swinging by a thread on 
the fifth branch of the resplendent Christmas 
tree for this particular hird. For a bluejay 
there ts a bright red Christmas bell for him 
to carry away in his bill. There is a fuzzy 
rope hanging On one side of the tree, This is 
to give the quarrelsome birds a chance to have 
a tug of war in the back yard. There are nice 
little rattles that make squeaky sounds to ac- 
company the noisy chattering of the birds 
when they are excited over their Christmas 
dinner today.

How to Make Lye Hominy. 


“Some one asked recently for directions for 
making lye hominy. I am sending a reCipe for 
making old fashioned lye hominy, as my mother 
makes it. Drip the lye from nice clean wood 
ashes by putting them in anything that will 
serve ars a hopper; or take conoentrated lye 
wf het) is sold in 5 cent cans. Use jist enougi 
ci eitner mixed with water to mike it strong 
enough to take the husks off the kernels of 
corn. Put on the stove in the vessel in which 
yeu expect to make it and put water in same. 
Then add the lye, Be sure you do not get 
‘00 much. As vou put it in, a bit at a time. 
torch the tin of a finger to the water and 
taste it. When the lye tastes you have it 
strong enough. Now pvt in the corn. Have 
it well covered with water anc boil wentil 
the husks will slip off. As the water boils 
out, add more. Take from the fire, rub ind 
Wash tafter draining off the water in which it 
was boiled) until all the husks are off. Then 
wesh in two or three waters to remove the 
lve taste; cover with water. pit back on the 
fire. and cook till done. In cool weather this 
Will keep several days. To prerare it for the 
table fry out some pieces of salt pork, as you 
would for seasoning anvihine else. then put 
some of the hominy in the fat. In cooking, 
mash the corn as much as you like. Some like 
the kernels whole, while others prefer them 
mashed almost to a pulp. Salt to taste. I have 
tried to make the directions plain and hope it 
is what is wanted. I should like to add that 
While using the lye it must be kept out of the 
reach of. children. It is all right, but it is 
dangerous when not used properly. Should a 
child, investigatine, ns some children do, put 
a piece in its mouth, it would be dangerous.

The weakness {tn Norfolk and Western appar- 
ently reflected the story that the Pennsylvania will 
divest itself of its holdings of the shares of the 
company.

POULTRY BOARD ENDS F IGURES | 


Members Vote to Stop Listing 
Market Prices. 


FEDERAL ACTION IS FEARED 


Possibility of Violating the — 


Law Hinted. 


Members of the Chicago poultry board yes- 


terday voted to discontinue the practice of 
quoting prices purporting to represent mar- 
ket values of live and dressed poultry offered 
on sale on the Chicago market. 


J. B. Mitchell, president of the Chicago 


butter and egg board, who has been Kept 
closely posted on the government's investiga- 
tion of the operations of the latter organiza- 
tion, made the motion to discontinue the post- 
ing of poultry prices. 


In making his motion he stated that ‘‘there 


was a possibility that the federal authorities 
would regard the practice as conflicting with 
the rules of the Sherman anti-trust law, 
which prohibits any body of men or indi- 
viduals from establishing the price at which 
any food commodity should be sold or 
bought.”’ 


Regarded as Victory. 
Poultry dresssers, who buy the bulk of the 


live poultry received at this market, regarded 
the move of the poultry board as a distinct 
victory for them, as they have contended 
that the quotations posted on the poultry 
board have been misleading and unjust to 
country shippers, as well as to city retailers 
and consumers. 


‘‘ The prices formerly quoted by the board 


were sent to the country as representative of 
market values here,’’ said R. D. Steffey, one 
of the biggest buyers on the market, “ but 
they never came within %c to lc a pound 
of what we had to pay for supplies, and 
‘there were times when we had to pay 5c and 
more higher than board quotations. 


‘This placed our customers under the im- 


pression that we were robbing them, gave 
rise to complaints against the large profits 
suppposed’ to have been made by the: middle- 
men, and restricted the movement of supplies 
from the country, causing shortages when 
an abundance of stock could have been had.”’ 


Cold Storage Eggs Higher. 
Cold storage eggs at Chicago yesterday 


made further upward gains of 4@%*%c a 
dozen, getting back tothe high point touched 
before recent boycotts were enforced. Fresh 
offerings were without change in value. Re- 
ceipts were 2,785 cases. Butter prices held 
stationary and the trade was quiet, with re- 
ceipts of 3,729 tubs. 


Weakness pervaded the market for live and 


dressed poultry, but values were without ma- 
terial change. Most of the demand had been 
supplied and moderate offerings sufficed for all 
needs. Receipts of live poultry were 5 cars and 
1,245 coops. 


Potaio buyers had orders for fancy, sound, ripe 


stock, but found little of desirable quaiity in 
fresh receipts of 25 cars. The trade was further 
restricted by dark, wet weather and littie action 
developed. Prices were without material change. 


Fruits and vegetables met with a moderate ée- 


mand. There were liberal offerings and prices 
averaged lower.

HOLIDAYS SEE METAL SLUMP, _

lines during 1914. Merchants are, buying 
large quantities of white bedspreads, cheets, 
pillow slips, linens, white goods, and acces~ 
sories to feature in their January sales. 

‘There is a large call for plaid ginghams to 
meet new style conditions. Reports from 
representatives in Europe state that glove 
manufacturers in Germany have raised prices 
to offset tariff reductions. Also that violet 
kid gloves will be shown for Easter. There 
{gs doubt, however, that this novelty will much 
affect the sale of the ever increasingly popu- 
lar white glove.”
